Evolution of a Square Dance Singing Call 


Have you ever wondered where the new singing calls come from? Why do some songs 
get made into singing calls while others don’t? Well, here is the development of a square 
dance singing call at BLUE STAR MUSIC. 


Song suggestions come from our staff callers, calling friends, dancers and family. When 
we look at a potential singing call, the first thing we look at is structure of the original 
song. Since singing calls are 64-beat stanzas done seven times, we ask, is the suggested 
song in that form? If not, what has to change in the original song to make it fit? Sometimes 
those changes take away from the feel of the song and when you loose the essence of what 
made the song popular then we pass. Sometimes the changes necessary to make a song 
into a singing call are in the tempo (the speed of the song). 


For example in the release of “TOGETHER AGAIN,” Blue Star 2567, the original slow 
song was orchestrated as an exciting piece, keeping the country music flavor. Having fast- 
moving music with laid-back lyrics may be a contradiction for some, but the music is so 
good that it can easily be re-purposed as a hoedown. By contrast, we have passed on many 
songs that had to be slowed down from the original because it takes away from the energy 
of the song. 


Can our musicians do the song justice? We know what our studio players are good 
at and we want to bring songs that push their limits without going too far over the line. 
There are genres that don’t fit our studio/label sound and we pass on those. Another 
criteria is our preference to avoid songs that send a message or uses lyrics that may be 
objectionable. There are too many good songs out there to mess with a mediocre one. 


Has the song been done recently? Yes? Pass. Has the song been done as a singing call 
at all? If so, can we make it so different that folks will think it’s never been done at all? A 
good example here is our own two versions of “THAT’S AMORE.” The first version done 
years ago in a country sound, then re-done on Blue Star 2565 as an electronic dance mix 
sound. Many callers have commented, “It was about time the song was done as a singing 
call.” Mission accomplished. 


Now the technical studio work begins. Choosing a good key, getting the chords down, 
picking lead instruments, scratch vocal, fill instruments — sometimes the process can be 
done two or three times for each of these steps. “JUST THE WAY YOU ARE” on Blue Star 
2569 spent 18 months in production; “ALL THAT JAZZ” on Blue Star 2555 took three 
years to finish. 


Our staff callers are given the music to write figures and breaks; their only charge 
being that their vocals must use proper word meter. This means the calls are given in the 
same way the original lyrics are sung. 
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Harmony or no harmony? Simply put, if a harmony vocal track makes the song sound 
better then we include it. We will also mix harmonies into the music to include with the 
release. You get two music tracks, one with harmony and one without. 


Finally, releasing the singing call to our retailers, Palomino and AS Records. Placing it 
for sale and instant download through our web site. Providing complimentary copies to our 
traveling caller friends — a very short list of names. Making it available for music review 
in this magazine. 


We are blessed to have so many fans worldwide and in closing, take a moment to say 
“thank you” for purchasing BLUE STAR MUSIC.

Separate track (music is in stereo) has an electric 
guitar throughout the song. A relaxing singing call done in the original relaxing rock style. 
Wade sounds good and uses good word meter on an interesting figure. May need to slow. 
Heads Lead Right — Right & Left Thru — Veer Left — Ferris Wheel — Cntrs Star Thru then 
Lead Right — Right & Left Thru — Square Thru Three — Left Allemande — Promenade 


WHAT EVER HAPPENED TO OLD-FASHIONED LOVE 

ACME 104 by Tony Oxendine (MP3 from ACME web site) 

Tempo: 126 Rhythm: Shuffle 

Smooth dance beat sets the pace for a relaxing singing call. Clear leads from flute, guitar, 
and keyboard. Lots of fills from same musicians. Very pretty music. A contemporary 
classic country song played in modern country style. Perhaps leaning more towards pop 
than country. Good singers can take off on this song. Tony sounds good. May need to 
adjust word meter. 

Heads Square Thru — Do Sa Do — Swing Thru — Boy Run — Half Tag — Scoot Back — Boy 
Run — Slide Thru — Swing 


ALL I WANT IS YOU 

Riverboat 366 by Mac O’Jima (MP3 from Riverboat web site) 

Tempo: 121 Rhythm: Boom-Chuck 

Good square dance beat that gets extra rhythm sticks added on the second half of every 
stanza. Tune is easy to follow with leads from guitar, harmonica, and mandolin. The leads 
change twice in each stanza, which added to the sticks, makes for a great sound. Sounds 
like a bluegrass song played in a contemporary country style that’s middle of the energy 
scale. Key change on close comes quick. Mac gets lots of words in and uses good word 
meter. May need to adjust tempo.

Right & Left Thru — Square Thru Three — Swing 
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I WON'T GROW UP 

Riverboat 364 by Mike Seastrom (MP3 from Riverboat web site) 

Tempo: 126 Rhythm: Shuffle 

Good dance beat. Tune is easy to follow with leads from keyboard, guitar, and piano. 
Plenty of fills from the same instruments. Cute song lyrics in an easy to sing-along song 
played in contemporary country style. Could be used anywhere in your program. Mike 
uses a combination of prompting and singing word meter while sharing the song with 
youthful singers. 

Heads Star Left to corner — Touch % - Scoot Back Twice - Girl Run — Lines up & back - 
Touch % - Boy Run — Swing 


GIVE ME ALL YOUR LOVING 

Crest 118 by Scott Bennett (MP3 from Crest web site) 

Tempo: 126 Rhythm: Shuffle 

Solid rock dance beat. Leads are clear without being over-powering. Lots of fills. Music 
from saxophone, electric guitar, and organ. A high-energy rock song that could drive 
dancers crazy, in a good way. No tag but great ending. Scott sounds good and uses proper 
word meter. 

Heads Promenade Halfway — Square Thru — Right & Left Thru — Veer Left — Ferris Wheel — 
Cntrs Square Thru Three — Swing

Tempo: 127 Rhythm: Boom-Chuck 

Dance beat is behind the other instruments. Clear leads from keyboard. Middle break 
lead changes to electric guitar for an exciting lift. Guitar work in the background 
through out the song. A relaxing singing call where the caller will drive the energy. Jim 
uses good word meter. 

Heads Promenade Halfway — Square Thru — Touch % - Scoot Back — Boy Run — Star Thru 
— Pass Thru — Trade By — Swing 


ONE WAY TICKET

Tempo: 128 Rhythm: Shuffle 

Dance beat sits behind the chords except for middle and closer when percussion is 
stronger. Chords played by piano with reinforcement from steel. A country song played in 
a laid back style to relax the dancers. Caller will have to know the song. Lisa carries the 
melody and uses proper word meter.

Song 
is pitched to the low side so speeding the song (recommended) will raise the key without 
hurting the song. Cory uses different figures; two include Advanced calls.

Excellent beat. Leads playing the tune are very clear from electric guitar, keyboard and 
steel. Lots of fill from same plus piano. An Elvis song played in contemporary country 
style. Should raise the energy level. Ken uses good word meter and is a great caller so the 
production quality of his vocal is disappointing.

There are quite a few high notes that the caller may back off from and let the lead 
instrument carry. Key change on the end makes it even higher. Patty sounds good and 
uses a harmonic note to handle the high parts. Good word meter.

Music from guitar, fiddle, 
steel, The structure of the song has the music from one 64-beat stanza bleeding into the 
next 64-beat stanza which means a properly timed figure will have the dancers standing 
at home an extra 6 beats while you finish singing away-y-y-y. Cutting the last lyric back a 
few beats to begin calling the next stanza will help the dancers move better. A pretty song 
with good lyrics that is mid-way up the energy scale. Marshall sounds good and adds extra 
calls to compensate for the extra beats. Adjust word meter.

This is a floor charging song made even more exciting by the 
key change on close. The two callers use both prompting and singing word meter with 
tight harmony. Adjust tempo for comfort.

One of several organizations that are working for the benefit of square dancing is the 
ARTS Dance, Inc. There are surely many who read this magazine who know little to nothing 
about them and Id like to help change that. There are several organizations that banded 
together a bit more than a decade ago with the goal of increasing cooperation between 
several branches of the square dance activity. They have been working, successfully, to 
improve our understanding of the many ways that our activity is experienced. As their web 
site, www.arts-dance.org, says, the organization was formed to “better describe the diverse 
groups making up the ‘greater American Folk Dance community.” 


One of the projects they have completed in the past couple of years is the web site, 
www.you2candance.com . It is a promotional site that makes access to information about 
our activity more accessible. The intention is to provide a place for non-dancers to learn 
about our American folk dancing. It includes descriptions of our dancing but, in addition, 
makes available videos of square, round and contra dancing. The videos show a very 
positive image of people having a good time dancing and the offer comment about several 
positive aspects of our activity. 


In addition to providing descriptions and moving images of dancing, the site also 
provides information about clubs and leaders with address and contact information. That 
information is found with an easy system that shows a map of the country with a click link 
to the specific region. Those links include all three forms of dance and both the U.S. and 
Canada. There are also direct links to caller and dancer web sites. 


Another project that the ARTS Dance organization is working on is a re-imaging of 
square dancing. The goals they identify for this project are: 
Develop some new modern logos and slogans, and choose one of each 
Define an image of square dance that is clear and up to date 
Hire a professional company to help develop both of the above 


The idea for this project grew out of speeches given by our own Ken Ritucci at both the 
60° and 61* National Square Dance Conventions.

Phase 2 Two Step; available on DOT 45-17041. I mention this dance, originally written 

in 1968, for two reasons; (1) we still use this dance to teach with and (2) Marilyn and

Phase 2 + 2 (Fishtail, Side Stair) Two Step, available on CD ‘Rock Around The Clock” by 
Bill Haley and the Comets. Broken box, turning two steps, circle away and together toa 
tamara, change sides, scissors, progressive box, fishtail, circle chase, side stairs, open vine 
4, scoot and dip back with a leg crawl. 


DOWN IN THE BOONDOCKS by Mike Seurer 

Phase 2 Two Step; available on Columbia 1-3191. Traveling box, forward two steps, hitch 
6, roll, cut backs, face to face and back to back, progressive scissors, traveling doors, solo 
left turning box, progressive box and twirl/vine. 


LOVE WILL KEEP US TOGETHER by Bob & Theda Lovell 

Phase 2 Two Step; available on A & M 1672-5. This is a multiple use record as there is also 
a Phase 4 Cha/Foxtrot that I use often. Rock forward-recover-back two step, twirl 2, hitch, 

forward two steps, vine 8, box, maneuver, pivot 2, swivels (cross twice), cut back twice, dip 

back and recover. 


SHAKIN’ by Ben & Vivian Highburger 

Phase 2 Two Step; available on Cartwell 210. This very basic dance was introduced in 
1972, it is a fun teaching tool. Twist vine 4, forward two steps, circle away and together, 
side touch, change sides, and shake. 


TATTOOS OF LIFE by Carolyn & Tony Ahart 

Phase 2 Waltz; available from Amazon. Twirl vine, roll 3, twisty vine 3, waltz away, pick- 
up, left turning box, twinkles, left turn, right turn, progressive twinkles, balance left and 
right, canter and forward-face-close.

Horses Sweat - Men Perspire - Ladies Glow 


I read old square dance magazines looking for ideas for my articles. This idea is from a 
1985 article that quotes a 1975 article as it source. 


A few words on the proper attire for gents. Don’t forget the advice passed on at 
beginners class, long sleeved shirts for men. Nothing is more disagreeable than to 
left allemande a drippy wet forearm. For those men who prefer to go without an 
undershirt, don’t, the outer shirt must absorb all the perspiration and before the 
dance is minutes along the shirt is sopping wet. Wear light weight cotton undershirts 
and light weight long sleeved shirts. Undershirts will make you more comfortable by 
keeping the dress shirt from sticking to your skin. Some men, who perspire heavily, 
should bringing a second set of shirts to a summer dance. Then they can change half 
way through. 


We are very active in dancing. It may not seem that we have danced up a sweat, but 
we have. We cannot smell ourselves the way others smell us. Be careful about wearing a 
garment more than one night. Hang a garment on the porch after a dance, rather than in 
a tight closet. The fresh air will dry the garment and reduce odors. A light spray of fabric 
refresher can help this process. This is not the answer for all situations but it can help 
when the garment can’t be washed between wearings. 


Some fabrics seem to trap perspiration and smells more than others. One club had 
a caravan outfit that had to be replaced after only a short time. No matter how hard 
they tried, the odor in the dresses and shirts became unbearable. According to the fabric 
store, it was from the coating applied to the fabric. Even after careful bathing of the 
body and washing of the garment, as the body warms and moistens the fabric, old smells 
can be released. 


One way to reduce this problem, is to keep a spray bottle of full strength white vinegar 
next to the washer. Saturate the underarm area of a shirt or blouse before tossing it in 
the wash. Vinegar will not hurt any type of fabric that can be washed. This also helps to 
remove sweat stains and deodorant stains under the arms. Be generous with the vinegar. 
Yes, the garment will smell funny when taken out of the washer, but the dryer will reduce 
or eliminate the vinegar smell. If needed hang the garment outside overnight. 


If something smells very musty, like towels after camping, vinegar is the answer. 
Put the towels in the washer and pour a gallon or two of vinegar on them. Yes, a whole 
gallon. Buy it at the dollar store. Work the stuff around until everything is soaked in 
vinegar. Let it sit for an hour and wash in hot water without soap. Better to smell of 
vinegar than mildew.

Trying to cover body odor with perfume is not the answer. Many people are allergic to 
fragrance. Dancers have left the hall because someone else had on so much perfume or 
after shave they were becoming nauseous. The sense of smell becomes deadened after a 
while. We can’t smell our own perfume a few minutes after we put it on. It is always better 
to go without perfume than to have so much on it is over powering. 


We all have different body chemistry, we can be identified by our individual aroma. 
That is why some perfumes smell great on other people but bad on us. Soaps and 
deodorants also react differently on different people. Try several brands until you find the 
ones that work best for you. 


Don’t forget your feet in this assessment. Allow shoes at least 24 hours to dry between 
wearings. All shoes, not just dance shoes. Let them dry slowly away from direct heat. A 
light anti-fungal spray in your shoes after wearing is a good idea. Allowing your shoes to 
dry throughly will help to kill fungus and reduce odor. 


Dancing is a total contact sport. We get up close and personal with a lot of people. This 
is wonderful. The skin is the largest organ of the body. The best way to keep it healthy is 
with lots of greeting hugs and swinging your partner. In this impersonal, germ-a-phobic 
world we are special. We hold hands and move together in time to the music. We put our 
arms around each other to say “Thank you’. 


Do you know what a ‘pony rock’ is?

There are other things to discuss besides recruitment, but ultimately it all comes 
down to having dancers on the floor, everything else seems second nature right now. The 
world has passed Square Dancing by in so many ways, we are struggling to stay afloat 
and catch up.
